(EXCLOsIve ‘pIsPaTCH) 
WASHINGTON, July 18.—State 
and county real estate taxes since 
1920 have absorbed a large propor- 
tion of the income from rent on 


farms in various parts of the Unit- 
ed States, according to a survey of 
the tax situation by the Depart- 
ment Local 
estate taxes, 
supports of schools and public 
highways, accord!ng to the depart- 
ment, are more burdensome than 
any other taxes. 

e survey does not deal with 
Federal] income taxes, which, under 
existing exemptions, have . not 
greatiy concerned the averase 
emall farmer in recent years. 

In the southern areas studied, 
real estate taxes were found to 
have absorbed about 10 per cent 
of the net cash rent from farms in 
1919. In nine 
States property taxes consumed 
from i2 to 25 per cent of the net 
rent in the same year. In Western 
States the ratio varied from less 
than 10 per cent in California ft 
38 per cent in one county in Ore- 
gon.

America Needs Middle and 


Expert Asserts Uncle Sam | 


Lacks Walkers. 


Lads Require Pepping Up in 
Javelin Throwing 
BY WALTER ECKERSALL 


CHICAGO, July 19.— With 


America the undisputed winner of = 


the track and field competition of 
the Olympic games held recently 
in France, the event plainty indi- 
cated that more middle and long- 
distance runners must be developed 
in this country if the United States 
has hopes of winning this branch 
of the world’s games in years to 
come. 

Not only were we sadly lacking 
in runners who could hold their 
own with the best of other na- 
tions, Finland, particularly, but we 
are still a few steps behind the 
Finns in hurling the javelin. Amer- 
ica also showed poorly in the 
walks, while there is room for im- 
provement in other events. 


MUST HOLD MORE 
It is the general opinion of well 
known coaches and trainers of our 
college, university and athietic club 


teams that not enough long-dis- 
tance events are held in this coun- 
try to encourage those who take 
part in the longer runs. The col- 
leges and the Amateur Athietic 
Union stage cross-country runs 
each year, while the marathon run 
is held in various sections of the 
country. Still not enough of such 
races are held to stimulate the in- 
terest necessary to develop iong- 
distance runners. 

However, there is little or no ex- 
cuse for our poor showings in the 
middle-distance runs. Events 
which correspond to the metric 
Cistances of the Olympic games 
are held in every meet of tmport- 
ance. The athietes start training 
immediately after the holidays. 
Meets of importance are held in- 
doors and outdoors. From this 
small army of runners it appears 
that more good runners should be 
developed.

Astec Night's Entertainment 

Francisco Cornejo, whose work 
in introducing ancient Aztec design 
in California is by this time well 
known, is presenting a program on 
this Tuesday evening at the studio 
of Btu Ritus Benda, consisting of 
motion pictures of the ancient ruins 
of Mexico, Mexican folk songs and 
dances, Aztec sketches by Cornejo 
and an exhibit of Aztec arts and 
crafts, sculpture, paintings and ii- 
lustrative photographs.

University Lectures 

Herbert Reynolds Kniffid. direc- 
tor of art at the Ethical Culture 
School in New York City. who is 
lecturing at the summer session of 
the Btate University this summer, 
began another division of his lec- 
tures on Monday. the i4th inat. 

The subject of the course is “Art 
Appreciation and Art History.”’ and 
already the lectures have covered 
the classical stage. discussing 
Greek and Roman sculpture and 
the architectural developments in 
each period. These lectures are 
lilustrated with a series of excel- 
lent slides which Mr. Knaiffin 
brought from New York for the 
purpose. 

Beginning with the lecture on 
Monday, the 14th inet.. at 11 
o'clock, Mr. Katffin will discuss the 
whole movement which is known 
as the Renaissance, discussing the 
artiste who brought new ideas and 
a different technique to the art of 
painting, and examining the great 
paintings which have beer accept- 
ed as masterpieces of the Renais- 
nance. 

These lectures on art come every 
day except Saturday and are v- 
en in the lecture room of the ne 
Arts Building on the campus of the 
Southern Branch. Mr. Kniffin 
makes each lecture extremely en- 
tertaining, for he has spent so 
much time abroad among the great 
galleries of the continent that he 
is able to embellish the mere facts 
with anecdotes and details lacking 
by those less well qual- 

The summer session has the largc- 
est enroliment in its art classes 
this summer that it has ever re- 
corded. According to university of- 
ficlals this growth of interest in art 
subjects is phenomenal and those 
in charge of the work are gratified 
that such a condition should pre- 
vall. Bouthern California offers 
many opportunities for those who 
are studying in the arts and the 
university is apparently feeling the 
impetus of the great revival of in- 
terest in all the arta, which is no- 


ticeable in all lines.

Faded Autograph Album Signed by Old-time Stars of 
Stage Predicts Future for “Buster” 


Buster Keaton was as famous 
when a boy of 7 as he is today. 


then on his travels are recorded in 
famoue stars of the vaudeville and 


celebrities wrote verses and their best wiehes in the album. 


There appear the signatures of 
John L. Sullivan, Jim Corbett, 
Will Cressy. Fred Niblo, the silver- 
tongued J. K. Emmett, Jack Nor- 


worth, Flo Irwin, Elsie Janis, Tom 
Sharkey, Lou Dockstader, McIntyre 
& Heath, Tony Pastor, Loulse 
Dresser, Charlies Ke Harris, Robert 
Hilliard, George Monroe, Cheridah 
Simpson and hundreds more, some 
of them long since dead and oth- 
ers who have risen to still greater 
fame. 

Lou Dockstader made one of the 
first entries and names the place 
of Buster's theatrical debut in this 
rhyme:

HAS APPEAL, 
SAYS ADELE 


Miss Rowland Declares 
Slightest Affectation in 
Vaudeville Proves Fatal 


“If you will examine the suc- 
cessful popular song, you will find 
in it a direct appeal.” says Adele 
Rowland, who plays at the Or- 
pheum this week. “The slightest 
assumption of insincerity or af- 
fectation is fatal. Only recently a 
certain artist, prominent in the 
concert field, failed ingloriously, 
because she had the notion that 
she must adopt an affected pose. 
She would clinch her heart, shut 
her eyes, and otherwise prove her- 
self utterly devoid of real feeling. 
Was the audience fooled? Not for 
& moment; exit from vaudeville 
one more artist. 

“Vaudeville should be « 
and priceless experience for most 
artiste. Singers should learn to ap- 
preciate the necessity of clean- 
cut enunciation, the need of ‘art- 
fully contrasted songs. Indistinct 
enunciation is unknown to vaude- 
ville; the audiences would put’a 
swift end to such a careless artist. 
As time is a vital factor, each act 
being permitted a certain num- 


.}| ber of minutes, there can be no art 


pauses or stops; each second is «a 
jewel in vaudevilig and must be 
strictly accounted for. A recital 
artist can keep her audience wait- 
ing; the bravest heart among tne 
vaudeville artists would hesitate to 
commit this offense against the 
custom—‘clock-work precision al- 
ways.” 

“But, of course, there ts a vast 
difference between these two types; 
the recita) artist usually pays to 
appear before her audience; the 
vaudeville entertainer is paid. 

“There is no free list in vaude- 
ville. Think of most recitalists, 
without a few sheaves of tickets 
at their disposal. 

“Amother point of their para- 
mount importance is that of per- 
sonal attractiveness. I do not 
mean that a woman need be beau- 
tiful to succeed “On the vaudeville 
stage, but she must possess that 
indefinable something — 
charm. And she must understand 
the art of dressing well for, as I 
have remarked, audiences are ob- 
eye must be satisfied. 

“As to the kind of music pre- 
ferred — phonographs have done 
marvels in the way of disseminat- 
ing musical knowledge. Almost 
any number that ts popular as & 
record, I might say, will be eager- 
ly heard by a vaudeville audience. 
Debussy, Wagner and Verdi find as 
warm & welcome as any popular 
balladist, if they are ly 

nted. 

“Deo I believe a new era is com- 
ing in vaudeville? I do. One rea- 
eon for the generally low standard 
of music in vaudeville long ago 
was the inability of the managers 
to discriminate. In the old days 
a mediocre singer, a planist or & 
violinist would be booked simply 
because he had a formidable for- 
eign name. The audiences were 
disgusted, of course, just like any 
concert audience. After a while 
the managers became suspicious of 
artists who proclaimed themselves 
as purveyors of ‘high class’ mu- 
sic, and justly so. Today a new 
spirit of understanding prevails. 

“Any artist who now wishes « 
contract must appear before a rep- 
resentative body of managers an4é 
agents. These hearings gre in the 
forenoon, usually, on just the bare 
stage with only a grand piano.

Influence of precedent ts again 
being felt in Southern 
Recent years have wrought forth 
scores of excellent books on the 
architecture of Spain and Italy. 
Mexico may now ve tIncluded in 
the list for it also is rich in exam- 
ples which are an inspiration te 
the architect. Photographs and 
drawings in theee books are form- 
ing the basis of much of the beau- 
tiful werk which is now being pro- 
duced in and around Los Angeles. 

Architecture of the Latin coun- 
tries has perhaps the greatest in- 
fluence in our current domestic de- 
sign. This is not a rorced condi- 
tion as was the case of the classic 
revival.

a very large natural reservoir of 
water which has provided a sup- 
ply for the irrigation of many 
hundreds of acres of alfalfa, cot- 
ton, milo, maize, citrus and de- 
ciduous fruits and other crops. 
The cost of this water pumped 
and delivered on the land through 
pipe lines is less than the cost of 
irrigation water in most of the 
district of the State. Perris Val- 
ley supply is free from or 
w seeds which contaminate 
the supply of many districts as 
delivered through open ditches. 
An underground supply is the sur- 
est and most incontestable water 
right any property can have.

BURBANK, July 19.—Burbank 
is either busy paving or perfect- 
ing plane for improving highways 
that are designed to prove feeders 
for Riverside Drive, when the 
Gream of that rouf6 shal) have 
been materialized into a reality. 
This much talked-of drive is sim- 
ply an ambitious development of 


the country road that runs along 
the south side of the Los Angeles 
River under the bluffs of Elysian 
Park into one of the most beauti- 
ful as well as useful boulevards in 
Southern California. When com- 
pleted it will supply a river-level 
route from Los Angeles into the 
San Fernando Valley with outlets 
many city streets between 
h Broadway and the valley, 
ly. North Broadway. Fig- 
ueroa, Alvarado, Silver Lake or as 
it le to be known—Flietcher Boule- 
vard, Beechwood Drive and the 
Dark Canyon Road over Pass ave- 
nue. It will likewise serve Bur- 
bank and Glendale with an almost 
equal arterial connection with the 
City and the valley. Its western 
terminus will be somewhere near 
Encino on Ventura Boulevard and 
Sepulveda Boulevard. 

it will skirt the bluffs and hill« 
of Elysian and Griffith Parks which 
supply a wealth of foliage, trees 
and other plant. life to beautify it 
along the north exposures. It will 
be so located that wonderful pano- 
ramic vistas of valley and moun- 
tains are on every hand. and as it 
winds along the cool and shaded 
river side it will become at once 
one of the famous drives of South- 
ern California. 

Riverside Drive will, tn addition 
to ite scenic beauty, supply one of 
the most utilitarian arteries of the 
city. It will be 100 feet wide. 
water level grade, heavy concrete

fifteen miles long and without dan- 
gerous grade crossings. 

At present the old river-side road 
is usable between Los Feliz Road 
on the west end, the old wooden 
bridge acfoss the river where Day- 
tom avenue meets Avenue Twenty, 
and where San Fernando Boule- 
vard begina. 

A beautiful new concrete struc- 
ture will replace the old wooden 
bridge. The city is now using 
prison labor to cut a thirty-foot 
shelf road around the biuff of 
Elysian Park to Fremont entrance 
at the west end of North Broad- 
way viaduct.

“AIR IN THE SOIL”

It will be obvious that it would be 
impossible to “blow” air into either one of | 
these two types of soil by any such method, 
A sub-soiler in the one case and drainage 
in the other would, in my opinion, be the 
only practical remedies to recommend tor

WORDS OF WARNING 


From Michigan comes a warning that 
wine making is on the decline and that less 
grapes are being consumed there now than 
two, three and four years ago. In 1920, 
Michigan shipped 4607 cars of grapes, which 
sold at $106 a ton; in 1923, only 4000 cars 
were shipped and the grapes brought only 
$50 a ton. 

D. L. Runnells, in the Grand Rapids 
Press, declares that the vineyardists ‘must 
expand outlets. He writes: 

“A little foresight sow can forestall dis- 
aster if it lies in the pathway of the grape 
growers. To blindly continue to plant more 
vineyards without giving some considera- 
tion to the prospective outlet for more 
grapes is almost certain to bring grief.

Mr. and Mrs. Dickey both contend that 
‘the commercial egg industry is a paying 
business, even for the inexperienced, if 
modern methods are studied and applied, 
and if common sense is used in the disposi- 
tion of the non-producers, the keeping 
down of overhead expense, and in market- 


ing. 

In Mr. Clark, the Dickeys have a most 
efficient and reliable helper.

SUBSTANTIAL GAIN 
IN COTTON ACREAGE 


PHOENIX.—The area devoted to the pro- 
duction of cotton, in Arizona, June 26, 1924, 
was 49,400 acres in excess of the acreage 
reported on the corresponding date last 
year, according to the United States Crop 
Reporting Board. Last year, cotton was 
growing on 130,000 acres of land in Arizona 
on the date in question; this year 179,400 
acres was the amount reported. 

The condition of Arizona's growing cot- 
ton, on June 25, was reported at 92 per cent 
of normal; two points higher than one 
month before. A condition of 92 per cent, 
considering 179,400 acres, forecasts a total 
production of approximately 108,932 bales 
of 500 pounds net. Such a production, if 
realized, will represent the peak of Ari- 
zona's annual production to date. . 

Last year 2000 acres of the 130,000 acres 
standing June 25, were abandoned before 
time of harvest. From the 128,000 acres 
harvested, approximately 77,500 bales, of 
500 pounds gross, were produced. The fol-

Farm 
trade names should be more frequently 
adopted by breeders who are striving to 
market a high-class product. 


Official testing causes only a small amount 
of extra work and involves only a reason- 
able expense, and yet many breeders and 
dairymen who should be carrying on offi- 
cial testing neglect to do so. Many breed- 
ers undoubtedly have individuals in their 
herd which, if officially tested, would make 
a good showing, and in some instances 
might even put up a remarkable perform- 
ance. A case of this sort in California will 
be of interest to all breeders and dairymen. 
The Alta Cresta herd,.owned by A. W. 
Nolan of Forrestville, had been in the course 
of development for twenty years, but no 
official testing had been done. In 1922, 
Mr. Astroth, fleld man of the American 
Jersey Cattle Club, persuaded Mr. Nolan 
to put some of his Jersey cows on Register 
of Merit test. None of these cows had 
ever been tested before. The result is 
most interesting. During the past year 
two State class records have been broken 
in the herd and one gold and one silver 
medal have been won. Two more cows 
now on test are said to be reasonably sure 
to win gold medals. Onwarti Girlie Bertha, 
owned and bred by Mr. Nolan, has just fin- 
ished a tesc in which she produced 710.33 
pounds of butter-fat in 365 days. She is 
expected to calve shortly and on this rec- 
ord should qualify for a gold medal and 
for the State junior i-year-old Jersey 
championship.

BIG DRYING PLANT 


HEMET.—William Wilson, local -rancher 
and nurseryman, is this year breaking all 
records for quantity ef fruit dried at a sin- 
gie plant in the Hemet Valley. He intends 
to dry more than 1000 tons of apricots for 
the season at his modern plant on ast 
Florida «venue. He dried 679 tons last 
year and recently disposed of them at a 
price that is said to have netted him a good 
profit. This, in spite of the fact that the 
business has been considered by many to be 
exceptionally hazardous. 


Mexican help is being used almost ex- 
clusively in this district this season. From 
all sections of Southern California workers 
and their families have come here and the 
community they have established, adjacent 
to the Wilson drying plant in particular, 
is a sight to draw attention. It is estimat- 
-ed that more than 800 persons are making 
their temporary home in this camp. 
these, about 450 are on the Wilson pay- 
roll, more than 100 pickers and over 2300 
fruit cutters being employed. Others are 
engaged in trucking and other work inct- 
dental to the orchard and to the drying- 
Plant operations. Aside from saving his 
own fruit, Mr. Wilson hag been purchasing 
in all parts of the valley. 
Mr. Wilson, as well as others who are in 
touch with the situation generally, predicts 
a fair price for fruit this year. Not only 
is this immense drying plant runaing full 
capacity, but every plant in the valley is in 
operation, creating plenty of work for both 
the local help and the outsiders who have 
come in. 
Both local canneries have been enjoying 
a good run. The crop has shown up much 
better than was at one time anticipated and 
the quality described as more than fair.

Apricots, 
peaches, pears, plums, figs, apples and ber- 
ries were picked. Apricots moved to the 
canneries in the Santa Clara Valley. There 
are many small apricots this year on ac- 
count of the drought, which has also caused 
considerable . dropping of prunes.

The 
June drop had practically stopped before 
the middie of July and the severely warm 
weather of June and early July had no 
serious effect on the crop. While it is 
a little early to predict the Valencia crop 
it is reported that the fruit is a little. 
smaller this year, which may result in a 
smalier yield. Fumigation of groves in 


the Riverside district is now under way. 
The first fruit of the Foster pink-fleshed
